Center (EOC). The project sponsor for this project is the Gerald R. Ford International Airport
Authority, located at 5500 44th St SE, Grand Rapids, MI 49512.

The funding is designated to help build an enhanced EOC facility that will correct space
deficiencies, increase functionality, and improve hazard resistance. This will include an increase
in security to protect and build redundancies for emergency communications, operations, access
control, video management and emergency management. It will be sustainable, secure,
strategically located, and includes a fully interoperable EOC for leadership to coordinate in the
event of an emergency.
